Virtually it is a suggestion that it would be wise for 
(lie young men who are tp vote tins year for the first time to 
band themselves tbgellier'and vote as a unit, and an assurance 
that by so doing they could "sweep the country" and run it to 
suit their own sweet will. And when he says they would give 
us "more patriotism ami common sense, more purposeful 
leaders and saner laws," he pays scant respect to the fruits of 
experience and the earnest men of all parties who are striving 
faithfully for the, good of the country along lines which lo 
tnem seem to be right. 


"First voters" arc always welcomed to the ranks of those 


upon whom the responsibility for good government rests, but 
they should not come as a "bunch." They should lake then- 
places in line as citizens prepared to exercise their individual 
judgment and to combine only with others holding similar 
views on the issues of the day. If the young men who are to
